TO GAIRO TELE 


The erection of a telegraph wire from one 
extremity of Africa tothe other, which was 
one of the great. schemas of the late Mr. Cecil 
Rhodes, is rapidly approaching o>mpletion. It 
reachad Uj‘ji, the present capital - of German 
East Africa, in May, and here for tho time 
being it has paused. Ujiji (or, to give it the 
spelling that was recently officially adopted, 
Udjidji) is not a town with any pretence to 
beanty. In fact, says Mr. Howard Hoensman 


* in the “Pall Mall Magazine,” it is nota town 


at all. It ‘is a mere dolle:tion of huts perched 
on’ ‘the oliffs overlooking the waters of Lake 
Tanganyika. Its predominating. feature is cor- 
ragated iron. ‘I'he long pause that has taken 
place since the telegraph wire that is to link ap 
the north with the south reachod Usjjiji. has 
been readerad necessary by two things. In the 
first place, the country northwards, ss far as 
the Sadan, is virtually a terra incognita, and 
no really scourate surveys of it were in exist 
ence two yeara ago. Secondly, the halt was 
neceseary io ‘order to get that portion of the 
ling which was ecectad into propor working 
order.

Why not oarry the 
wire right across the continent to Egypt, and 
so bring South aud Ceatral Africa several hoors 
nearer Bogland?” The mora he thought over 
this idea the greater the hold it took of him, 
and when the publio failed to subscribe more 
than a third of the amount requirei, Mr. 
Rhodes put his hand ia his posket and. found 
the remsining handred thousand.sterling so as 
to start the work at once.

It was a source of great disappointment to 
Mr. Rhodes that neithar his telegesph nor his 
railway conld be “‘all red,” because of the fact 
that the frontier of German Eust Africa: and 
the Congo Free State were paralle! for some 
distance, shutting off the British p isessions 
inthe soath from Bgypt and the north He 
exerted all his powers of persuasion to gets 
lease of even the tiniest strip of territory, just 
sufficiently wide for a train to run along, but 
itwas in vain.
